Observers of San Bernardino 
county air raid observation posts 
recently were complimented by L. 
F. Olsen, regional director, upon 
\the excellent record for efficiency 
which they have developed very 
close to perfection. 


FEW GET BY 

During a recent 10-day period, 
only five plane flights were miss- 
ed by county observers. In view 
of greatly increased air 
through the valley and over the 
vast open spaces of mountains, 
valleys and desert, this record is, 
indeed, even all the more remark- 
able. To man some of the far- 
fiung posts in the county, observ- 
ers must travel from 75 to 100 
miles to put in their shifts, which 
range from six to twelve hours 
each. 

Upland observation post, which 
has one of the busiest sky beats 
in the county, is able to boast a 
100 per cent record for reporting 
plane flights, it is affirmed by 
Harvey McMasters, chief observ- 
er. Local observers, who man the 
post in six-hour shifts, have not 
missed a single flight, and planes
